YIOFESSOR SIMON NEWCOMB
has written ? little story con-Ktory
cernlng tho end of the world,
which he pictures as arriving
through the fall of a huge, dark
body, an opa«iuo and non-lumin¬

ous star. Into the sun. This Is an Idea

that han often been enlarged upon by
others, both Imaginatively and in a seml-
scicntlfic way, an«l Professor Newcomb
adds virtually nothing to the concep¬

tion.
Nobody knows better than he how ex¬

tremely Improbable such nn occurrency

must be. It Is. however, within the lim¬

its of remote possibility, and so may¬

be regarded as a legitimate subject, not

only of fiction, but of spéculative science.
But there Is another, far more probable

way, in which tho world may end, nnd

which Is tho direct antithesis to that

chosen by Professor Newcomb. In fact,
tho whole trend of modern science Indi¬
cates that this other way Is that In
which the world actually will end.

It Is. of course, as well known to Pro¬
fessor Newcomb as Is the opposite theory
of fire nnd burning, but doubtless he
thought the latter presented greater dra¬
matic possibilities for a story.
The othor way, to which 1 refer. Is by

freezing and desiccation. Modern astron¬

omy has taught us that the sun Is not
a perpetual motion machine. Its extrava¬
gant expenditure of light, heat and other
forms of radiant energy has to be paid
for. Thero Is a potential cnpltnl of these
things stored up In tho sun, which will
some day become exhnusted. When that
day arrives the sun will Vie snuffed out

Ilko a canditi that has burned down to

its sflekot. Its internal energies, which
now keeps It bright and hot, will nil have
been expended, and Its huge globe will
become nn Invisible bulk, drifting blindly
through the ocean of ether.

It Is needless to nnv thnt when the sun

goes out life will vanish from Its planets.
The earth will become a frost-encruBtOd
ball, nnd neither nnlmal nor vegetable life
will any longer exist upon Its surface.
This fate, to bo sure. Is, In the regular

Drder of things, a very remolo one. Sev¬

eral millions of years must probably
elapse before tho light and heat of the
sun will begin notably to declln.e Rut
there are ways In which the process inny
bo accelerated. Tho sun may at tain a

«ritieni point and ilion cool moro rapid¬
ly.
And then, too, the gradual drying up of

tho earth may hasten the end. The moon

hangs above our heads u visible Imago
of what a drlod-up world menus. Mars
appears to bo in a state of desiccation,
only less completo thnn thnt of the moon,

though mnny forms, nnd won high
forms, of Ufo may yet 'exist there, bat.
tllng against extinction, which draws on

npneo. Mercury Is another apparently
drled-up planet. Ho there uro plenty of
examples before us,
Tlio slow freezing of tho earth Is not

lacking, either .in dramatic Interest. On
come tho polar snows, marching roslst-
lessly etnintorward. simultaneously from
tho north und from tho south. Tho IIfn
of the globo retreats before them, nnd
Is driven In succession from all Its strong,
holds. The tern porn te zones become glti-
clul. All tho Inhabitants of the enrih
nro crowded Into the tropics nnd along
tho e«iiintnr. if they remain numerous-
lf nice suicide and hard conditions do
not sweep them off more rapidly Ihnn
tho habitable bind contracts.a terrific
struggle fqr existence must finally on-

Biio, as thoy crowd, shivering, Into the
couatorlal hep in South America and
Africa and tho Enst Indian Islands, nnd
seek to prolong.their miserable lives un¬

der a perpendicular but fast-puling sun!
In tho Inevitable end of the nail h ns a

habitable alinde may bo found another
argument for the Immortality of tho
spirit of man. which can foresee nnd esti¬
mato these stupdenous facts.

Effect of April Rains and Bad
Weather.

A FARMER'S SHIPMENT

*\mbrose Lindsay, Who Owns One of
the Largest Ferrm in Tidewater

Virginia, Will Ship 16,000 Bar¬

rels to Northern Market.'

NORFOLK, VA., May a.-Tho rain and

general bad weather during A mil de¬

ceased tbo Irish potato crop In Tidewater
Virginia twenty per cent, Ambrose Lind¬
say, who has one of the largest farms in
Tidewater Virginia, makes mat estimate,
During the past month Irl.sli potatoes havo
been on tile market, but tliey are South¬
ern potatoes, and do not compare with
the Virginia product, which will soon bo
in the markets of Norfolk, New York,
Hosten, Philadelphia ai,,l Washington, The
large shipments Ot potatoes North will be¬

gin about the 10th of June, and will con¬

tinue without cessation until the middle
of July. During ibis period every freight
strainer going out of Norfolk for tho
North will be loaded to her capacity with
Iilsh potatoes and other products of tho
Norfolk truck farms, and several lines
will begin running additional ships. Mr.
Lindsay estimates that he will ship 11G-
teen thousand barrels of Irish potatoes
to Northern markets; The transportation
lines are prepared to receive this vast
amount of freight.
The naval court-martial ordered by tho

Secretary of tho Navy is trying William
Anthony for the murder of Jesse. Vassor
at the navy yard behind closed doors,
with sentries outside. Captain W. T.
Swinburne, commanding otlioer of the bat¬
tleship Texas, Is president of the court,
and Captain R. H. Lane, l.\ S. M. C, Is
judge advocate. Anthony and Vassor
were mess attendants on the United States
cruiser Olympia, and tho murder was

committed aboard ship in the harbor of
San Juan, Porto Rico, last March. A
naval court was appointed to try the
case on board the Olympia, but the court
decided it did not. have Jurisdiction, and
tho question was referred to the Judge-
advocate-general of the navy, who ordered
a second detail ot officers to try the caso

at this navy yard.
S. H. Dlbrell, formerly a clerk In the

Norfolk and Western Railway offices here,
was brought back from Nashville, Tenn.,
and appeared In the Police Court this
morning on the charge of embezzlement.
The charge ls that he embezzled $585 from
Mr. Hammersley. and on that he was ar¬

rested and extradited. The case wns con¬

tinued on tho charge of grand Inrceny,
and the young man. who Is *nown hero
as an excellent railway clerk, was re¬
manded to Jail. He Is connected with
prominent citizens here, who will assist
In defending him for family reasons.
Captain Goodson Miller, pilot of the

steamer Norfolk County, has been sus¬

pended for thirty days by the United
States Steamboat Inspectors. The charge
on which he was tried was In connection
with the collision of the float of tho
Portsmouth ferry slip and the steamer
County of Norfolk, which occurred on

May 2d. There was no great dnmage dono
by the collision, but the passengers on

the boat and in the ferry house were
scared.
The statement from the North that a

peanut trust has, been formed is not cred¬
ited ns to the business here. Some of the
wealthiest dealers know nothing of any
successful effort to form a combination
of the dealers here and among the dealers
of the surrounding counties. They say
that the combinations which have been
formed embrace those concerns which deal
in the products and by-products of the
peanuts.
Charles Y. Chcatham, who disappeared

from his home In Portsmouth on April
15th. returned home yesterday from New
York, accompanied by his brother, who
found him In a sanitarium, where he wns

being treated for nervous diseases. Mr.
Cheatham had been In correspondence
with a physician, but knowing the oppo¬
sition of his family to his entering a san¬

itarium, he left home without telling his
wife. His condition has improved.
Seth Low, Mayor of New York city. Is

expected in the waters of Hampton Roads
enrly In the week. He left New York to¬
day In his privale yacht, with tbe Inten¬
tion of cruising In Chesapeake Bay and
the waters about Norfolk, and will prob-
ably ascend the .Tamos River to Richmond.
The Mayor has been working hard nnd Is
taking a much npeded vacation. He Is
not bringing any guests, although he may
Join the party of pilgrims that will be In
this vicinity next week. The cruise will
be made leisurely, and Mayor Low ex¬

pects to be gone from New York a week
or ten days. No arraneements have been
made to receive him hero ofllctally. In
case he comes ashore.
